The retu rn therefore 
was made on a total of $6 9 5,49 9 ,- 
450 as again st the $2,500,000 pay ­ 
roll on which the bu dget makers 
mu st hav e figu red for their esti­ 
mated y ield of $50,000,000.

In the old day s, when a catch­ 
er p lay ed ’way back of home 
p late and took the p itches on the 
first bou nce, it really didn’t make 
mu ch difference whether he was 
rig ht or lefthanded. Bu t when 
the g ame tig htened u p and the 
catcher mov ed to immediately 
behind the p late, sou thp aw m itt- 
men became almost as ex tinct as 
the dodo. 
Now, Lou Haneless is cap tain 
of the Colleg e of the City of New 
York baseball team, and, w hat’s 
more, he’s a lefthanded catcher. 
Most diamond fans wou ld lau g h 
at the idea. Bu t it is all sane and 
simp le when y ou are familiar 
with Lou Haneles’ case. 
Lou came to C. C. N. Y. with 
the rep u tation of being a mig hty 
fine 'all-arou nd ball p lay er. He 
liked to p lay the g ame. The p o­ 
sition made no difference. By 
choice he was a first baseman or 
an ou tfielder—the only jobs ou t­ 
side of p itching normally op en to 
a lefthander. 
A cou p le of seasons ag o his 
team had a fairly cap able first- 
sacker and sev eral dep endable 
ou tfielders. Bu t it had no catcher 
worthy of the name. So it was 
natu ral for Haneles to bid for 
the backstop role. At first, the 
idea seemed silly . Bu t Haneles 
had arg u ments to defend his p o­ 
sition. 
In recent y ears, he p ointed ou t, 
ball p lay ers hav e seen the ad­ 
v antag e of batting from the left. 
It actu ally shortens the distance 
to first base by a fu ll stride. So 
the nu mber of lefthanded letters 
has increased. 
The main reason lefthanded 
catchers were frowned on was 
becau se of the difficu lty su ch a 
catcher had in making a qu ick 
throw to first or to third when a 
rig hthander was at bat. With 
the ev er increasing nu mber of 
lefthanders in the batter’s box , 
th at arg u m ent no long er holds 
water. 
At any rate, Haneles made 
g ood. Prov ing th at a real ball 
p lay er can p lay ju st abou t any 
p osition on the diamond. He ex ­ 
p ects to sig n with the Boston 
Bees.

STEEL INDUSTRY 


CAST VOTE TODAY 


By the Associated Press 
Orderly ballotin g marked the 
larg est in dustrial election thus 
far supervised by the Nation al 
Labor 
Board 
which 
claimed 
widespread atten tion in 
labor 
circles today. 
More than 9,000 workers were 
estimated to have voted by n oon 
at Pittsburg h an d Aliquippa, Pa., 
in the referen dum to determin e 
whether John L. Lewis commit­ 
tee for in dustrial org an ization 
un ion s will represen t the men in 
collective barg ain in g with 
the 
Jon es an d Laug hlin Steel Cor­ 
poration . 
Special officers patrolled the 
election zon e but en coun tered n o 
serious trouble thoug h w arran ts 
were sworn for seven employes 
of Republic Steel Corporation . 
The CIO Steel Workers org an iz­ 
in g committee charg ed the seven 
had attem pted 
to 
“in terfere” 
with the ballotin g . 


Pittsburg h, May 20 (JP)— Rival 
un ion s, ready for a con test of 
ballots in the vast g ian ts of the 
Jon es & Laug hlin Steel Corpora­ 
tion In the big g est election yet 
spon sored by the Nation al Labor 
Relation s Board, issued con flict­ 
in g claims of victory today. 
Twen ty-seven thousan d work­ 
ers in the Pittsburg h an d n earby 
Aliquippa plan ts are en titled to 


vote an d spokesmen for John 
L. Lewis' steel workers org an iz­ 
in g committee 
claimed 
they 
would win easily the rig ht to 
represen t all employes as collect­ 
ive barg ain in g ag en t. 
Joseph 
Timko, 
sub-reg ion al 
director, 
predicted 
the un ion 
affiliated with Lewis’ Commit­ 
tee for In dustrial Org an ization 
would win “n in e to on e” in the 
Pittsburg h plan t in today’s elec­ 
tion . 
Philip Murray, chairm an of 
the committee, predicted victory 
almost as soon as his forces had 
won the election ag reemen t last 
week after a 36 -hour strike th at 
closed the two plan ts. 
Paul J. Pismato, secretary of 
the Pittsburg h Works Employes 
association , declared th at heads 
of th at in depen den t g roup “feel 
jubilan t over the prospects of 
win n in g 
the 
election ,” 
while 
spokesmen for the Un ited Iron 
an d Steel Workers at Aliquippa 
said the ballotin g “would reveal 
the weakn ess of the SWOC.” 
Mean time, in a sudden chan g e 
of tactics, Murray told repre­ 
sen tatives of the Crucible Steel 
Compan y of America he would 
ag ree to a con tract similar to 
th at sig n ed last March by steel 
producin g un its of the U. S. Steel 
corporation an d adopted sin ce 
th at time by 120 compan ies in ­ 
depen den t of U. S. Steel. 
These con tracts recog n ized the 
Lewis un ion as collective bar­ 
g ain in g ag en t for its members 
on ly. 
Less than a week ag o at J. & L. 
— third larg est in depen den t — 
yielded to the strikers’ deman ds 
an d ag reed to the election , Mur­ 
ray an n oun ced th at hen ceforth 
the un ion would deman d sole 
collective barg ain in g rig hts. The 
un ion leader made n o statem en t 
ex plain in g the tactical -chan g e. 
He ag reed to wait un til n ex t 
Mon day for an an swer from Cru­ 
cible. This, his associates said, 
m ean t th at if there was n o con ­ 
tract sig n ed then , a strike would 
be called; or. if an employes’ 
election is held, the rig ht to rep­ 
resen t all workers would be de­ 
man ded, as was don e in the case 
of J. & L. 
Republic Steel an d Youn g s­ 
town Sheet & Tube, hig h on the 
list the un ion will “take on ” in 
its n ation -wide joust with steel 
man ag emen t, respon ded to the 
un ion deman d of “sig n or we 
strike” with the an n oun cemen t 
their mills would be closed if 
pickets surroun ded them. 
These two, with Crucible, In ­ 
lan d Steel an d Bethlehem con ­ 
stitute major objectives in the 
un ion drive for con tracts. With 
Nation al Steel, with which n o 
n eg otiation s have yet been m&de 
public, they employ 193,000 of the 
n ation ’s 57 0,000 steel workers. 
Murray’s un ion , which started its 
drive n ot quite a year ag o, 
claims a membership of 500,000. 


The J. Si L. workers will vote 
in “bon e dry” areas — bars an d 
liquor stores were ordered closed 
for the day — solely on the ques­ 
tion of whether they wan t the 
steel workers org an izin g commit­ 
tee to represen t them as collec­ 
tive barg ain in g ag en t. 
It will be a “yes” an d “n o” 
vote. Director Ern est C. Dun ­ 
bar of the reg ion al labor board, 
promised the results would be 
made kn own Friday.

Most roosters hav e serv ed their 
u sefu lness this y ear, and shou ld 
be considered as boarders each 
day they are k ep t du ring the rest 
of the y ear. 
“It is estimated that an adu lt 
rooster will eat abou t one-fifth 
of a p ou nd of feed daily ,” states 
W. P. Albright, ex tension p ou l- 
try man for Pu rdu e u niv ersity . As 
hot weather ap p roaches, males 
lose weight and p rices generally 
drop later in the season. All roos­ 
ters shou ld be sold now to sav e 
feed and to tak e adv antage of 
p resent p rices. 
Many p ou ltry men in the state 
receiv e a p remiu m for their eggs 
by selling on a graded basis. Only 
infertile eggs are p rodu ced du r­ 
ing su mmer months and there is 
no loss from blood rings. Blood 
rings dev elop v ery q u ick ly in 
fertile eggs when they are ex ­ 
p osed to the heat, and one su re 
way to p rev ent this loss is to re­ 
mov e the roosters and k eep all 
y ou ng cock erels sep arated from 
the lay ing flock .

Rev isions made in th e Indiana 
Canada th istle law by th e last 
General Assembly sh ould make 
it more effectiv e in combatting 
th e rap id sp read of th is weed. 
Canada th istle is generally con­ 
sidered by farmers to be one of 
th e worst weeds in th e north ern 
h alf of th e state. Th is is be­ 
cause of its creep ing root h abit 
of growth , making it ex tremely 
difficu lt to eradicate, th e dis­ 
agreeable, sp iny natu re of th e 
p est, and th e ease with wh ich it 
is scattered by th e wind-blowr 
seeds. 
Under th e old law, p assed in 
1929, it was necessary for a com­ 
p laint to be filed with th e town­ 
sh ip tru stee by a la. downer of 
th e townsh ip before acti^ n coup 
be taken to eradicate th ist* j. 
Th e rev ised law differs in ' .¿at 
it is not necessary to file a com­ 
p laint bu t merely to mak' it ap ­ 
p ear to th e tru stee th at th istles 
are abou t to matu re seed. 
Th e ou tstanding p oints of th e 
new law are: 
(1) All Canada th istles mu st 
be cu t or eradicated by ch em­ 
icals at any time wh en th e p lants 
are in bud or with in fiv e day s 
after th e first bloom ap p ears. 
(2) Eith er th e owner or th e 
occu p ant of th e land is h eld re­ 
sp onsible for th e control of Can­ 
ada th istles. Th e new statu te 
ap p lies to owners, occu p ants, or 
lessees of land, road su p erin­ 
tendents or any one h av ing road­ 
sides u nder th eir ch arge, section 
bosses, road masters, railroad or 
interu rban camp anies in ch arge 
of righ t-of-way and oth er land 
owned or leased by th e comp any . 
(3) If it be made to ap p ear to 
th e tru stee of th e townsh ip th at 
Canada th istles are bu dding or 
blossoming or are abou t to ma­ 
tu re, th e tru stee sh all notify th e 
owner or tenant by registered 
mail to cu t or sp ray th e th istles. 
Th e tru stee h as no ch oice in th e 
matter. If h e fails in h is du ty 
h e is su bject to a fine, not to 
ex ceed twenty -fiv e dollars. 
(4) If Canada th istles are not 
cu t or sp ray ed with in th ree day s 
after th e notice is receiv ed, th e 
tru stee sh all emp loy some p er­ 
son at th e rate of forty cents 
p er h ou r for doing th e work. In 
th e case th e infestation of th is­ 
tles is so great as to make h and 
meth ods imp ractical, p ower ma­ 
ch inery may be emp loy ed at a 
rate not to ex ceed sev enty cents 
p er h ou r. Th e cost of eradica­ 
tion or cu tting sh all be p aid by 
th e tru stee ou t of th e townsh ip 
fu nd and both cost of ch emical 
and labor filed with th e au ditor 
and ch arged to th e owner of th e 
land to be p aid at th e nex t tax 
p ay ing time. 
(5) If no money is av ailable in 
th e townsh ip fu nd it sh all be 
th e du ty of th e adv isory board to 
au th orize th e tru stee to borrow 
a sum of money su fficient to 
meet th e emergency , and th ere­ 
after th e tru stee sh all include in 
h is estimate su fficient fu nds to 
cov er su ch ex p enditu res. 
(6) Fu rth ermore, any one wh o 
sh all knowingly p ermit Canada 
th istle to matu re on th eir p rop ­ 
erty by failu re to cu t or ch em­ 
ically treat th em, wh eth er noti­ 
fied or not, is guilty of misde­ 
meanor and su bject to a fine of 
not more th an ten dollars ($10) 
for th e first offense and for a 
second or oth er su bsequ ent of­ 
fenses not more th an twenty 
dollars, ($20). 


sh elled eggs is caused by an u n­ 
ev en distribu tion of moistu re in 
th e sh ell, rath er th an an indica­ 
tion of age. Glossy sh elled eggs 
with a rath er metallic sou nd are 
all righ t also, since some h ens 
h abitu ally lay su ch eggs. Th e 
ex terior of th e egg only p artially 
tells th e qu ality story . Th e inter­ 
ior of th e egg actu ally tells th e 
tru th . 
Nev er become susp icious of 
deep orange colored y olks, since 
th e h en’s diet largely regu lates 
th at matter, states Miss Beadle. 
Th e dark y ellow colored y olk is 
ex p lained by th e fact th at du r­ 
ing th e sp ring h ens eat an u n­ 
u sually large amou nt of greens, 
wh ich causes th e deep coloration 
and also sup p lies a generous 
qu antity of v itamin A. Hens fed 
cod liv er oil will p roduce ligh t 
colored y ellow y olks in th eir eggs 
rich in both v itamin A and D. 
Oth er v itamins fou nd in eggs 
include v itamins B and G. Th en 
too, Miss Beadle say s summer 
eggs are u niformly more watery 
th an th ose laid in th e sp ring 
month s. 
For p reserv ing, sp ring eggs are 
better th an th ose laid in th e 
summer, and su ch eggs sh ould 
keep six to nine month s. Th e 
fav orite h ome p reserv ation solu­ 
tion is water glass or sodium si­ 
licate. For each fifteen dozen 
eggs one would need a qu art of 
th e water glass with nine qu arts 
of water th at h as been boiled 
and cooled. Th e water is p u t into 
a fiv e gallon jar wh ich h as been 
th orou gh ly cleaned, scalded, and 
air dried. Th en th e water glass 
is added and th orou gh ly stirred 
in. At least two inch es of th e so­ 
lu tion sh ould be abov e th e top 
lay er of eggs being p reserv ed. 
Only fresh , clean p erfectly dry , 
and 
p referably 
infertile 
eggs 
sh ould be used.

SERIOOS FOR SHEEP 


By HENRY MAYO 
(Sheep Specialist, Purdue 
Univ ersity ) 
“ Oats and sweet clov er will 
hav e to take the place of alfalfa 
pasture for my ewes and lambs 
this summer,” said A. W. Shide- 
ler, Delaware county farmer who 
spoke at the Delaware county 
sheep school. Last y ear Mr. Shi- 
deler raised twenty -sev en lambs 
from six teen ewes. The lambs 
av erag ed 7 7 pounds in weig ht 
when the first lamb was fiv e 
months old. 
Laurence Brammer, who spoke 
on the same prog ram, plans to 
use alfalfa pasture to fatten his 
lambs ag ain this y ear. Last y ear 
he raised 8 0 lambs that av erag ed 
8 4 pounds each when the first 
lamb was fiv e months old. These 
lambs were fed no g rain but 
nursed their mothers until they 
were sold. Both ewes and lambs 
were pastured on alfalfa. 
The sev ere damag e to alfalfa 
and clov er during the past few 
weeks will make it necessary for 
many farmers to depend on 
emerg ency pastures such as oats 
and rape to take the place of al­ 
falfa or clov er after blue g rass 
ripens. One and one-half to two 
bushels of oats and three to fiv e 
pounds of rape will seed one acre, 
depending on the fertility of the 
soil.

Lafay ette, Ind.—Not all eggs 
are bad, say s Miss Aneta Beadle, 
ex tension nu tritionist of Pu rdu e 
u niv ersity , 
wh o “cracks” 
th e 
sh ell on a nu mber of mistaken 
notions abou t eggs and th eir use 
in th e h u man diet. Too, sh e 
p oints ou t th at since more th an 
50 p er cent of th e total egg crop 
of th e y ear is p roduced du ring 
March , Ap ril, May , and Ju ne, th e 
time wh en eggs are usually th e 
lowest, h ouse-wiv es may 
now 
find eggs one of th e most econo­ 
mical food items in th e budget. 
Contrary to some imp ressions, 
Miss Beadle say s th e color of th e 
egg sh ell is no clue eith er for 
qu ality or for food v alue. Th e 
color of th e egg is cau sed by th e 
breed of th e fowl, not by its p h y ­ 
sical condition nor by th e age of 
th e egg.
